TO PARENTS AND GUARD-

The Board of Directors of the 
Narberth School District urgent- 
ly requests the co-operation of 
the parents and guardians of chil- 
dren attending the local school, 
in the matter of regularity of at- 
tendance. 

There is a Stale law known as 
the Compulsory Attendance Law, 
covering this feature, and the 
local school authorities are re- 
quired to observe and enforce it. 
Failure to comply with the law 
subjects parents and guardians 
to a penalty which may be a line 
or may be imprisonment. 

The age limit for compulsory 
school attendance is from eight 
to sixteen years, but the State 
Bureau has decided that, "As 
long as a child's name is on the 
school roll, regardless of the age 
of the child, he or she must be 
governed by the provisions of the 
law." 

Official forms have been pro- 
vided for the use of the school 
authorities, these forms being 
notices to parents or guardians 
of the absence of their children. 
After a child has been absent 
from school three days without 
lawful excuse (personal illness be- 
ing considered the only lawful 
excuse by the State), one of these 
notices must be issued to the par- 
ent or guardian by the school au- 
thorities. This notice is prac- 
tically a summons to return the 
child to the school without delay 
or submit a lawful reason for the 
child's absence. 

If a child should be absent for 
even one day, the Principal or 
his Secretary should be immedi- 
ately advised, either by telephone 
or note, the reason for absence, 
so that a record may be made in 
accordance with the rule of the 
State Attendance Bureau. If a 
child should be ill or disabled and 
there is a likelihood of he or 
she being absent for three days 
or more, it should be so stated, 
in order to obviate tho necessity 
of issuing the formal notice re- 
ferred to above.

MAIN LINE COUPLE BITTEN; 
QUARANTINE FOR RABIES. 



Six Cases of Dog's Reported and Health 
Authorities Act. 

State authorities have established a 
.quarantine against dogs in the Pennsyl- 
vania Main Line section. 

Notices are posted in Ardmore, Hav- 
erford and Wynnewood, advising dog 
owners to keep their animals under 



guard and on their own premises for 
100 days. 

At the same time orders of Chiof 
Donaghy, of the Lower Mcrion Town- 
ship police, to shoot and kill " on sight " 
any dogs running at large are effective. 

The quarantine is tho result of six 
known eases of rabies in Wynnewood, 
and the fear that other animals, bitten 
or in contact with dogs which have 
gone mad, will be likewise afflicted. 

In Wynnewood Mr. and Mrs. George 
Blair are under treatment to prevent 
possible development of hydrophobia. 
A pet dog owned by them was bitten 
by a "stray" dog some days ago; it 
resented the pet tings of its owners and 
bit them. 

The animal was killed and the head 
examined, mbies being shown. Mr. and 
Mrs. Blair were immediately placed un- 
der treatment. The heads of six other 
clogs, all killed in the Wynnewood sec- 
tion, and examined for rabies, like- 
wise showed these dogs to have boon 
afflicted. 

Advised of these conditions, the State 
ollicials have ordered the quarantine.
